EDITORIAL URGES STRICT IMPLEMENTATION OF ORDERS

ffext7 To strengthen discipline is a permanent and extremely important 
task in the process of building our army and in its fighting. The more 

our army becomes a modern regular army with large-scale combined operations 
and the more our various services grow, the greater the need for increas- 
ing discipline. Strict self-en*orced discipline is the highest expression 
of unity of will and action among our cadres and soldiers. This is what 
creates a highly combative spirit, which guarantees the elimination of the 
enemy, helps maintain and develop one's forces and helps achieve all tasks 
successfully. 


One of the main components of discipline is the execution of orders at all 
cost. An order is decided upon by the commander in his determination to 
carry out the Party resolutions and higher echelons’ directives. To exe- 
eute his orders means to express one's awareness of the need to follow 
absolutely and implement in resolute fashion the Party line and policies, 
to transform all Party directives and resolutions into concrete actions by 
the entire body of cadres and soldiers, thus bringing about actual results 
in fighting, building, training and work. 


Modern warfare requires a high degree of unity of thought and action. It 
requires that our army have very strict discipline, that it execute at all 
cost all orders and in every situation. Our army already has a tradition 
of self-enforced and strict discipline, it always puts its trust in and 
absolutely submits to the Party's leadership, it seriously implements the 
Party line and policies, and executes at all cost the orders for fighting 
and work. Nonetheless, the issuing of orders and their implementation 
have not yet really become a regular army tradition in not a few of our 
units, they still exhibit a character of family spirit and there are still 
cases where the concrete implementation of orders has not been a very 
strict affair. 


Our army regulations have clearly spelled out that the issuance of orders 








must go through every echelon, from above down. The unit head directly 
gives orders to the echelons under him. He can skip this and order lower- 
ranking subordinates in urgent situations. The higher echelon commander 
has the right to issue orders to lower echelon personnel. The ones re- 
ceiving the orders must overcome all difficulties in order to implement 

at all cost the decision of the above echelons. 


Every ne knows that the fighting power of owr army is the power of a highly 
organized collective which is well coordinai 2d aid operates in a unified 
command system led by the Party. Each person and each component must 
absolutely submit to the command channels, strictly implement orders and 
strive to fulfill their responsibilities before one can create the combined 
strength of the entire unit in order to defeat the enemy and carry out all 
tasks. In absolutely submitting to higher command and strictly implemert- 
ing orders, we not only express our attitude of respect towards higher 
echelons but also our awareness of the need for a revolutionary army's 
disciplined organization. This is why all the cadres and soldiers must 
consider submission to command and execution of orders to be their glor- 
ious duties which are intimately linked to the duties of defending and 
building the Fatherland. Lower echelons must follow the orders of higher 
echelons, the soldiers must follow the orders of the cadres. All army 
personnel must execute orders on a totally self-enforced basis and at all 
cost, whether they come from the commander-in-chief or from the echelon 
right above oneself. In independent action or in combined operations, 
whether in camp or out of the stationing area, all orders coming from 
above must be followed unconditionally. One cannot be called a disci- 
plined soldier when one only follows orders coming from one's unit leader 
and does not care to execute at all cost the orders coming from a commander 
other than one's direct superior, or vice versa when one only follows the 
orders coming from a much higher echelon while dilly-dallying with those 
coming from an echelon not much higher than oneself, for instance a squad 
leader or a platoon leader. 


The cadres play a very important role in the training for this kind of 
awareness of the need for disciplined organization. In normal situations 
as well as in fighting, from little things to big ones, to build in the 
soldiers the spirit of unconditional implementation of orders and quick, 
accurate execution of these orders, the cadres must first of all display 
their spirit of responsibility, their exemplary conduct, they must issue 
correct and exact orders and unceasingly create conditions for lower 
echelons to implement the orders in time, correctly and in the time frame 
envisioned, and with the highest results. All patriarchal and autocratic 
behavior or military attitude, the same as all easy-going, family-like 
conduct, are all vastly removed from the beautiful nature and the glorious 
tradition of our army. Not only do they not help in the objective of 
playing up discipline, they are even harmful to the attempt to strengthen 
our internal solidarity and to the promotion of our cadres and soldiers’ 
collective ownership role.

VICE PREMIER DISCUSSES DISTRICT-LEVEL PLANNING

of provinces and districts in the Bac Bo Delta and midlands discussing

[Text] /Dear Comrades:/ Over the past few days you have listened to many 
reports on the problem of formulating plans for districts and primary 
installations. 


To accept and apply well the instructions and suggestions made in this con- 
ference, it is necessary to firmly grasp and answer the following main 
questions: 


1. Thoroughly understand the guiding concept in the formulation of plans 
for 1980 and subsequent years. 


2. Organize well the formulation of plans for districts. 


3. Closely associate the formulation of district plans with the development 
of districts and the perfection of the district level. 


Today, I would like to emphasize these questions. You could say that { will 
summarize the many questions raised in the conference over the past few 
days and pinpoint the basic issues. 


/1. Thoroughly understand the guiding concept in the formulation of plans 
for 1980 and subsequent years/ 


Our entire country is faced with three general tasks of strategic significance: 
--stabilize and safeguard the people's livelihood. 


--strengthen national defense and security and defend the homeland. 
--build the material and technical bases of socialism. 


These three tasks involve great and urgent requirements to be fulfilled 
simultaneously, and none of the tasks can be rejected or postponed. There 
is a very close relationship among these three tasks which promote one 
another while binding one another. On the one hand, the implementation 

of one task is a condition for satisfactorily securing another task; on the

other, the three tasks place restraints upon one another as to the use of 
manpower and material assets. 


The plans for 1980 and subsequent years must insure the implementation of 
these three tasks at a time when the economy is facing many difficulties 
and imbalances, which are in some respects more serious than in previous 
years. This situation is due to many objective causes and subjective 
shortcomings which [words indistinct] fifth and sixth plenums. 


Can we overcome difficulties and implement these three strategic tasks? 


The situation compels us to overcome difficulties and fulfill the urgent 
requirements of these three strategic tasks, and we have the conditions 

and ability to fulfill these tasks. This assertion is based not only on the 
basic political tectors (party leadership, revolutionary spirit of the masses 
and integrated strength of the proletarian dictatorship) but also on economic 
facts. 


Many of our great economic potentials are either untapped or unsatisfactorily 
tapped and exist in all sectors, localities, primary production installations 
and in all tasks of the continuous process of production, namely manpower, 
land, equipment, materials, goods and capital. If with such material 
conditions we can improve management and do away with waste, pilferage and 
sloppy work, we will gain considerable economic strength to alleviate 
difficulties and partly overcome imbalances. Therefore, the struggle to 
overcome the negative aspects of economic and social activities was set 

forth by the party Central Committee sixth plenum as one of the three urgent 
tasks. 


Potentials have been much spoken of but still unsatisfactorily exploited, 
primarily because in our managerial work we have failed to thoroughly 
understand the party lines and to correctly apply the economic laws in 
line with the characteristics of our country, which has just entered the 
Stage of transition from small to large scale socialist production. Note- 
worthy is that many of the economic policies and managerial systems are 
outdated, depriving the laboring people of enthusiasm to engage in produc- 
tion, enabling criminals and dishonest people to operate openly and 
giving a pretext for sloppy work and irresponsibility. 


[BK250252] The party Central Committee sixth plenum set forth guidelines 
for overcoming mistakes and shortcomings in economic policies and managerial 
tasks. On this basis, the Council of Ministers has promulgated and is pre- 
paring to promulgate more specific policies to remove obstacles in order to 
encourage and create conditions for the exploitation of potentials and the 
developmen: of production. 


The spirit of the party Central Committee sixth plenum resolution and the i 
newly promulgated policies has initially ererted some influence on produc- 

tion, especially agricultural production, and on the rural masses. In the 

Bac Bo Plains and midlands, where socialist production relations have been 

tested, the masses have matured politically and managerial cadres are 











relatively experienced, this influence is all the more decisive, especially 
where the party organizations are functioning well and the people's right 

to collective mastery is truly respected. Although the recent changes are 
merely an initial step toward renewal of the managerial task, their influence 
really constitutes a new factor which we must grasp and develop vigcrously. 


Along with revising the various economic policies and management systems, 
which we have done and are continuing to do in an active manner, this time 
around we will review our past planning work more thoroughly and will 
frankly point out our shortcomings. This is aimed at reaching necessary 
conclusions for revamping our plans in a new spirit by impregnating them 
with both /a revolutionary offensive spirit/ and /a highly scientific 
character/, by taking into account all the actual conditions, and by 
attaching utmost importance to economic returns. From our own experience 
we have learned how plan targets set too high for our real capabilities 
and our failure to carefully calculate their economic returns have resulted 
in waste, more difficulties and greater imbalance. Therefore, revising 
plan targets in a new spirit is also an important factor in our efforts to 
overcome the difficulties and to partly reduce the imbalance in the national 
economy. 


In short, our economy is entering 1980 with numerous serious difficulties. 
However, we still have considerable sotential and there are new factors 
which we must put to good account so as to overcome the difficulties and to 
bring about a change in the economic situation. We must frankly point out 
our difficulties and shortcomings, but we must absolutely not be pessimistic, 
disheartened and weakkneed. On the contrary, we must be even more cool- 
headed and resolutely look for ways to make the fullest use of our potentials 
so as to gradually overcome the difficulties and bring about healthy and 
steady economic development. 


This is the /primary requirement/ and also the /fundamental spirit/ of our 
planning work in 1980 and subsequent years. 


Proceeding from this fundamental spirit, our plans for 1980 and the subsequent 
yeacs must fully reflect the following /guiding concept/: 


1. /We must really concentrate more intensely on agriculture/ so as to in- 
crease the volume of production of crop growing and animal husbandry by 
making the best use of manpower and land, actively carrying out intensive 
cultivation and increasing crop yields and the number of crops per year on 
arable land while steadily and effectively opening virgin iand to expand 

the cultivable area. Within agriculture, we must concentrate on the produc- 
tion of grain and agricultural products for use as raw materials and for 
export. We must also concentrate investments on the building of industrial 
installations supporting agriculture. It is the duty of all sectors to 
support agriculture by giving it top priority. 


{BK250254] 2. We must make the greatest possible effort to /quickly in- 
crease exports/, especially agricultural, marine and forestry products and 














goods produced on contzact for foreign countries. Each sector and locality 
must calculate the balance between exports and imports and set a deadline 
for using exports to pay for imports, and export more than import if condi- 
tions permit. 


3. /In capital construction we must set targets/ and a tempo which are 
consistent with our capabilities in terms of capital and construction 
materials, and must give priority to projects supporting agriculture and 
export and those producing energy and raw materials. We must actively 
overcome the practice of dispersing and prolonging construction projects, 
which results in low economic returns. 


4. We must actively exploit all existing sources of raw materials in the 
country so as to make the fullest use of the current production capacity 

of all economic sectors, especially the /comsumer goods industry/. Lepending 
on our financial capability, we must import sufficient raw materials for the 
production of a number of selected products, paying attention to /those 
sectors which produce raw materials, spare parts and export goods/. We must 
take the initiative in revising the production and manpower plans of those 
industrial installations which fail to achieve a balance between the pro- 
vision and consumption of mate~‘als. 


5. /We must bring about a :«adical change in the collection and purchase of 
goods and place them under ite control/ by improving the collection and 
purchase policy which must cv.wine fixed obligations with two-wev contracts 
and provide for the collection and purchase of goods over and above the plan 
quota and at agreed upon prices, by improving the organization of collection 
and purchasing, and especially by placing the supply, collection and pur- 
chasing of materials and goods at the district level under unified leader- 
ship. We must tighten the management of supplies and commodities, and 
combat theft, collusion, speculative hoarding and dishonest business 
practices. 


6. We must strengthen the material and technical bases of the /communications 
and transportation/ sector in a selective manner along with improving manage- 
ment organizations. At the same time, we must strongly shift to developing 
and using rudimentary means of land and marine transportation. 


7. /We must rationally adjust the distridution of labor among various zones/ 
and adopt a policy on and satisfactorily organize the /use of surplus work- 
force of the state sector/. At the same time, we must centinue to revise 
various policies to /encourage workers and peasants to enthusiastically 
engage in production and actively /increase labor productivity/. 


8. We must improve both the policies and management of /finance, curwency, 
credits, prices and wages/ so as to insure budgetary and cash receipts and 
expenditures and create conditions for healthy and stable development of 

the economy and the people's living conditions, especially those of workers, 
civil servants and persons who honestly earn their living. 


9. We must meet the requirements of /national defense and security/, stand 
ready to fight and formulate alternate economic plans in order to have the 
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initiative in coping with any eventuality. The armed forces must work out 
plans to actively participate in economic building and to achieve partial 
self-sufficiency in grain and foodstuffs. 


10. We must satisfactorily fulfill our /international obligations/ to the 
Lao and Kampuchean revolutions, vigorously strengthen our /relations of 
bilateral and multilateral cooperation with the Soviet Union, other fraternal 
countries and members of CEMA/, and expand our economic and trade relations 
with other countries. 


{BK250256] Proceeding from these requirements, we must calculate the 
balances of the 1980 plan on the basis of our /real/ capabilities while 
actively exploiting all of the country's potential in the revolutionary 
offensive spirit and with a very high sense of /self-sufficiency/, without 
dependence on the outside and the upper echelons. We must tighten norms, 
strictly /practice thrift/, attach importance to /economic returns/ and pay 
special attention to /increasing labor productivity/. 


We must combine the targets of our efforts with the /measures and organiza- 
tior.al work needed to fulfill them/, enhance the effectiveness of our plan 
and, at the same time, /make good use of market relations/ to bring all 
economic activities into the general orbit of the national economic plan. 


The guiding concept of the points raised above is that the line of the fourth 
party congress and the spirit of the various Central Committee resolutions, 
especially that of the Sixth Central Committee Plenum, must be used as a 
pointer to show us the way out of difficulty and to help us overcome part 

of the imbalance in the various sectors, meet the pressing requirements 

of the three strategic tasks and steadily advance the economy. 


In the lowland and midland districts, this guiding concept must be reflected 
in the following key tasks: 


l. The 1980 plans of the districts must /concentrate on carrying out these 
key tasks/: 


--An all-out effort must be made to develop /agricultural/ production, 
especially the production of grain, f odstuffs and agricultural products 

for use as raw materials and for export in accordance with the production 
guidelines already set for each district. Those districts which are endowed 
with forests and marine resources must closely combine agriculture and 
/forestry and fishery/. 


--A new change must be brought about in /export/, and every potential must 

be exploited to increase the volume of exports in 1980 and to create condi- 
tions for quickly increasing exports in subsequent years. The main exports 
will be agricultural products (rice; industrial crops such as peanuts, jute, 
rush, tobacco, tea, mulberry trees, etc.; vegetables such as onions, garlic, 
peppers, watermelons, etc.; medicinal plants such as peppermint, etc.), marine 
products (especiziiy shrimp), forestry products (including timber and 
secondary forestry products), handicraft and fine arts products and goods 
produced on contract for foreign countries. 











--/The consumer goods industry/ must be promoted. This should be done in 
two ways: First, by insuring the supply of raw materials for factories, 
such as sugarcane, tea, tobacco, peanuts, jute, raw silk, vegetables, etc.; 
and secondly, by developing artisan industry and handicrafts (including 
handicrafts in agricultural cooperatives) in districts, especially fishery, 
saltmaking, secondary food crop and foodstuff processing, animal feed pro- 
cessing, the production of farm machinery, construction materials and common 
consumer goods with locally available raw materials, the production of 
handicraft and fine arts articles and the production of export goods on 
contract for foreign countries. Importance must be attached to developing 
those trades in the districts which produce necessities for the people, and 
creating more goods for exchange with peasants, especially construction 
materials, wooden furniture, pottery, earthenware, etc. 


[BK260718] On the basis of implementing the newly promulgated collection 
and purchase policy and improving the organization of collection and pur- 
chasing in the districts, it is imperative to step up the /collection and 
purchase of agricultural products/, especially grain, foodstuffs and 
agricultural products for use as raw materials and for export, so as to 
insure that the norms for product delivery to the state will be fulfilled. 
At the same time, the distribution of grain, materials and commodities must 
be satisfactorily managed and organized so as to meet the people's needs. 


All sectors and activities at the district level as well as the leadership 
of party and administrative organizations and the mobilization of the masses 
by various mass organizations must concentrate on fulfilling these important 
tasks, especially the production and collection and purchase of grain and 
foodstuffs. 


2. As a consequence of the economic difficulties facing the entire country, 
the state now has only a limited capacity for investment and material and 
goods supply. Specifically, we now have less capital, cement and steel 

and iron than last year and we must concentrate these resources on agricul- 
ture and water conservancy while cutting down on investments in all other 
sectors. Especially, we must do our best to limit investment in the 
construction of nonproductive projects. This year, the production of 
chemical fertilizers, including nitrogenous and phosphate fertilizers, 
will only remain at about the same level as of 1979; the supply of fuel 
(gasoline and oil) will drop; the production of other materials such as 
timber, cement, steel and iron, bricks and tiles will also decrease; and 
machinery and spare parts will be harder to acquire. With regard to 
consumer goods distributed by the central authorities, it will also be 

more difficult to insure the supply of articles made of fiber, plastics, 
aluminium and other metals, and tea, sugar, tobacco, fuels, etc. 


In light of this situation, we must bring into full play the /spirit of 
self-reliance and fully expioit all local potential to balance our plans 
and insure the fulfillment of our tasks/. 


These potentials lie in: 


--maxing the best use of currently available manpower, land, natural resources 
and material and technical bascs; 
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--tightly managing and correctly distributing and using materials, goods and 
grain so as to bring better economic returns; doing away with the system 

of distribution based on egalitarianism and subsidies; and resolutely 
combating theft and collusion. 


We must clearly see that there are now /new factors and new conditions for 
us to strongly develop the above-mentioned potentials/. These factors 
and conditions are: 


--The impact of the new policies already enacted or to be promulgated in 
accordance with the spirit of the resolution of the sixth party Central 
Committee plenum together with some new reforms in the planning and manage- 
ment system to encourage laborers to produce with confidence and enthusiasm. 
These policies and reforms are also aimed at creating more conditions for 
installations and districts to develop initiative and creativity. 


--The results achieved in reorganizing production and management at the 
grassroots level, especially those obtained in agricultural cooperatives 

and districts during the process of building the districts and strengthening 
the district level. Now we have the conditions to further step up the 
reorganization of grassroots-level production and management, and this in 

turn will create more favorable conditions for us to exploit all the potential 
of the districts. 


In short, the fundamental spirit of the guiding concept is that we must /firmly 
grasp key tasks and requirements and fully exploit existing potential by 
relying on the new policies and new conditions/ in order to insure balance 

in all sectors and the fulfillment of our tasks. We must fully understand 

this spirit so as to revise, amend and improve the successful implementation 

of the 1980 state plan in the lowland and midland districts. 


In order to fully reflect this spirit, some districts, after holding party 
organization congresses and establishing plan norms, have had to make neces- 
sary revisions, readjustments and amendments as called for by the government 
in its directive No 359. 


[BK260756] /II. Organize the formulation of plans for districts well/ 


When opening the conference, I pointed out the especially important position 
of district planning in the state plan and the national economy. In sum, 
districts are a basic economic unit and an area where we can directly 
combine labor with land and other resources, industry with agriculture and 
the national economy with the collective economy. At the same time, they 

are firm and strong fortresses for national defense. 


The most urgent and key tasks of the national economy which we now must 
concentrate our efforts on fulfilling, are mainly implemented in districts. 
Also, through districts we can firmly grasp and balance the greatest and 
most fundamental potentials which can be exploited to develop the economy, 
especially agriculture. The most vital guideline for changing the planning 
task is also implemented primarily at the district level since districts 

are basic economic units involving several production and business installa- 
tions and an area where the people's right to collective mastery is directly 
manifested. 10 











The scope and method of formulating district plans have been clearly speci- 
fied in the premier's directive No 359 and been presented and specifically 
explained in this conference. 


I would like to stress only some of the most important points on the new 
method to be adopted in order to satisfactorily formulate district plans. 


First, we must establish plans well beginning with the primary production 
installations. 


Second, the balances in district plams must be satisfactorily settled. 
/1. Establish plans well beginning with primary production installations. / 


There are many types of primary production installations in districts. Now, 
I will only discuss agricultural cooperatives since they are the most 
important and vital installations placed under district management and since 
the fundamental questions of formulating plans for agricultural cooperatives 
can also be applied to other state-run and collective installations. 


I will not discuss the scope and professional method of formulating plans 

for cooperatives since there have been many guidances on this matter, but 

I will only stress the new spirit in the working method which is /to make 
cooperatives’ plans really a program of action established and implemented 
by cooperatives’ plans really a program of action established and implemented 
by cooperative members in the spirit of collective mastery./ 


This is a basic principle stemming from the characteristics of the planning 
task under the socialist regime. Now, we have some new conditions for 
scrupulously implementing this principle. 


These new conditions are: 


In general, production guidelines for agricultural cooperatives in the plains 
and midlands have been determined in line with the general plans of districts, 
guidance has been provided for rationally adjusting and stabilizing the 
scales of cooperatives (about 300 hectares per cooperative), and production 
teams. The policy of strengthening primary production teams and rationally 
reorganizing specialized teams is a step toward improving the organizational 
and managerial structure of cooperatives to cope with the present standard 

of production. Some policies have been recently amended or supplemented, 
especially the policies of distributing income in cooperatives and encourag- 
ing the full use of land and the vigorous development of animal husbandry. 
Some other important policies are being studied for promulgation namely the 
policies of collecting and purchasing agricultural products, supplying 
materials and goods and bartering between the state and peasants. All the 
aforementioned adjustments and changes are aimed at upholding the responsi- 
bility of each production unit and each laborer for the end results of 
production, insuring unity of interests between the state and the collec- 
tives and each laborer and, consequently, closely associating obligations 
with benefits of the collective mastery system. These are the revolutionary 
motives and strong levers which encourage the laboring people to enthusiastically 
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engage in production, concern themselves with collective interests, actively 
fulfill their obligation and voluntarily barter agricultural products with 
the state. 


[BK260838] These new conditions make the masses concern and associate them- 
selves with the formulation of plans for cooperatives and for work assign- 
ments to each production team because the discussion of struggle objectives 
and measures to implement plans is mainly to determine work for each produc- 
tion team and make every person clearly understand what he is supposed to 

do and how he will be given income if he satisfactorily fulfills his duties. 


From the realistic experiences of various advanced cooperatives and some 
cooperatives in Hai Hau District which have excelled in the formulation of 
plans in accordance with the new spirit, we can draw the following general 
conclusions: 


--All cooperatives still have some exploitable potentials, especially in 
terms of land and labor, to carry out intensive cultivation, increase 
productivity and the number of crops, expand the cultivated area, develop 
animal husbandry, expand various sectors and jobs, reduce production costs, 
increase the income of cooperatives and their members, and make more 
contributions to the state. These potentials can be seen all the more 
clearly when comparing cooperatives of similar production conditions with 

one another or evaluating production teams in a cooperative. Although 

Hai Hau is a district with some achievements in intensive cultivation to 
increase rice crop yield, a ge:ieral review of the past few years still shows 
that the yields of a rice crop by cooperatives in a zone having the same soil 
conditions still differ by 5 to 7 quintals and up to 1 ton per hectare from 
one another and the annual rice yields by various zones in the district differ 
by 3 to 4 tons per hectare from one another. The movements to learn from, 
catch up with and surpass advanced units and to increase the uniformity 

of production development among various production units are important and 
practical measures to exploit the existing potentials of districts in the 
plains and midlands. 


--Even at a time when state investment and supply of materials are limited, 
cooperatives still can further exploit these potentials on their own on 

the basis of promoting the cooperative members’ role in exercising the right 
to collective mastery. In order to do so, the plans of cooperatives must be 
discussed not only by cadres but also by all cooperative members in production 
teams, especially those who directly engage in production, and must specifi- 
cally cover the targets and measures of production. Production plans must 

be closely associated with expenditures and distribution plans. We must 
raise practical questions for cooperative members to discuss and must avoid 
presenting prolific charts with complex figures. The discussion of plans 
must lead to a clear determination of duties and benefits for each produc- 
tion team and each laborer, and must be closely connected with the completion 
and perfection of various work norms for cooperatives. Only by doing so can 
we institute positive, consistent and highly effective plans. 
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--If we want the masses to concern themselves with, enthusiastically formu- 
late and implement plans, we must further improve the organization of produc- 
tion and management in cooperatives and satisfactorily implement the afore- 
mentioned newly promulgated policies. Although these questions conform to 
the requirements of cooperatives and the aspirations of their members, the 
district level must control and provide guidance for their implementation 

so as to create good conditions for the masses to implement their right to 
collective mastery over the formulation and implementation of plans. 


{BK271534] In order to enable cooperatives to vigorously develop their 
activities and responsibilities in the formulation of plans, the state must 
continue to promptly settle some specific policies, especially the policies 
of collecting and purchasing agricultural products and supplying goods and 
materials. The state plan norms for cooperatives are mainly norms for 
collecting and purchasing agricultural products in line with the production 
guidelines of cooperatives and the norms of materials and goods supply. 
Production norms are merely for guidance and are not coercive measures 
imposed on cooperatives. We must resolutely stop the practice of having 
cooperatives establish projects and plans suitable to the expectation of 
the district level and at variance with the plan norms assigned to production 
teams. The distribution plans of cooperatives must be initiated by the 
cooperatives themselves and adopted at the congress of cooperative members. 
The district level does not approve but only controls plans to insure 
compliance with the policies prescribed by the state. 


The aforementioned matters can be satisfactorily accomplished only when 
cooperatives have a well established and united party organization attached 
to the masses and a good contingent of managerial cadres trusted by the 
masses. This is a fundamental condition to insure steady progress for 
cooperatives. Consequently, the rearrangement of management in cooperatives 
in general, and the improvement of the planning task in particular, cannot 
be separated from the party development task and primarily the implementation 
of directive No 72 of the party Central Committee Secretariat along with the 
policy of issuing party membership cards. 


The above experiences are of general significance to all cooperatives. Rely- 
ing on these experiences, the district level must review the 1980 plans 
which have recently been formulated by the cooperatives. Wherever plans 
have not been properly established in accordance with the aforementioned 
spirit, they must be supplemented and modified, creating a pattern for the 
formulation of plans for subsequent crops and years. The results of estab- 
lishing plans for cooperatives are manifested not merely by norms but by 

the action of the masses in the ricefields and primarily in the acceleration 
of the winter-spring crop production. 


/2. Satisfactorily settle the balances of district plans./ 


The primary condition in satisfactorily formulating district plans is to 
establish good plans for primary production installations. However, district 
plans cannot be merely a tally of the plans for primary production installa- 
tions. They must deal with the general problems of districts as stipulated 
by the 10 points in directive No 359 of the premier. I stress here some 
balances of immediate importance to districts which must be settled in the 
new spirit and differ from the ‘nen | way of doing: 














--/Balance of labor with land in districts./ 


The full use of labor and land is the primary requirement and the most funda- 
mental factor in the production plan of each cooperative. In fact, the 
prevailing situation which we often see in various districts of the plains 
and midlands is that some cooperatives with little land, excess workforce 
and high capability of intensive cultivation for increasing crop yields have 
turned out a small volume of goods while others with much land and a small 
workforce have usually not yielded many crops while they still have much 
potential to intensively cultivate extra crops, expand the cultivated area 
and increase the volume of production. In order to fully utilize labor 

and land, we must override the framework of "confining" balances within each 
cooperative to establish balances within districts (in connection with the 
plans for the division of labor and redistribution of the workforce through- 
out the country). The most appropriate way of insuring balances within 
districts is to secure several flexible forms of cooperation among coopera- 
tives in line with the relationship of the two-way economic contracts while 
the district level remains the organizer, mobilizer, guide and arbitrator. 
Recently, in some localities, the district level has operationally controlled 
the workforce of cooperatives in an administrative manner or has merely 
mobilized the workforce politically without taking into account the economic 
interests and results. Consequently, the results achieved have been very 
limited and the waste quite great. We must draw upon experiences and strive 
to avoid this situation. 


[BK271536] The balance of labor and land in districts must be based on the 
plans of cooperatives. Cooperatives with much land must establish not only 
production plans according to their manpower but also plans to intensively 
cultivate extra crops and expand the cultivated area to the greatest extent 
suitable to the local soil conditions, and on this basis they must most 
positively mobilize their work force to implement plans. Whenever and 
wherever aggregated work force is needed, they must coordinate with those 
cooperatives having excess labor to get the required work force under various 
forms of contracts either by hiring additional manpower or sharing their 
business operations. They may also cede part of their land to cooperatives 
having excess manpower for cultivation according to the conditions agreed 
upon. For example, in Song Lo District (Vinh Phu) some cooperatives having 
little land have borrowed land from others to develop their cultivation of 
subsidiary food crops. In this direction, we can develop relations in the 
division of labor and cooperation among various cooperatives and production 
installations in districts in order to fully use labor, land and other 
material facilities on hand under several forms ranging from the division 

of labor to secure some tasks in the process of production to cooperation 

in some business operations to turn out a certain number of products. In 
some districts the division of labor among cooperatives has been achieved 

in animal production (cooperatives experienced in raising sows and ducks 
provide piglets and ducklings for other cooperatives) while a few coopera- 
tives have cooperated with each other to raise fish and ducks on a large 
scale and to produce bricks and tiles on uncultivable areas. In some 

other districts--like Kim Son--where large areas of rushes grow, rush-growing 
cooperatives have cooperated with other cooperatives in the form of distribut- 
ing products according to the number of mandays spent. The important thing 
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is that all forms of cooperation must stem from the requirements of produc- 
tion and benefit and bind all sides involved on the basis of agreed upon 
economic contracts. Those localities which have organized joint business 
operations in a perfunctory and cumbersome manner, must review their projects 
and take remedial action. 


~~/Balance production, the supply of materials and goods, and the collection, 
purchase and distribution of agricultural products./ 


The scope of this balance involves a close combination of production plans 
with the plans on supplying materials and goods. These latter plans must 
be consistent with the plans for collection and purchase made in accordance 
with the two-way relationship. On the basis of collection and purchase 
plans, the distribution of agricultural products will be planned in order 
to secure the most important balance of grain distribution in districts. 


The conditions to secure this balance are the new state policies on the 
collection and purchase of agricultural products and the supply of materials 
and goods, and the government decision to charge the district level with 
unifying and guiding the supply of materials and goods and the collection 
and purchase of agricultural products. A district committee for trade and 
livelihood is temporarily appoint.d to help the district people's committee 
unify and guide these tasks as specified in the premier's directive No 344. 


For a long time now, the aforementioned balances have been controlled by 
several centers while the distribution of materials and goods is heavily 
characterized by an average supply system which leads to irrational use 

of materials and commodities, fails to bring about proper economic results 
and causes much waste and loss. 


[BK271532] ‘The district level must now firmly control these material faci- 
lities and devise plans to distribute and use them in such a way as to attain 
the highest economic results. The trade, food, materials and finance sectors 
provide general guidance concerning the principles and systems of distribu- 
tion, but the district level is responsible for the results of investing 
materials, commodities and capital in such areas to quickly increase the 
volume of production and to collect and purchase many agricultural products. 
In compliance with this spirit, Hai Hau District plans not to distribute 
nitrogenous fertilizer in 1980 through an average supply system--as it 

has done in previous years--but to concentrate on distributing nitrogenous 
fertilizer to those cooperatives which own large cultivated areas and are 
capable of quickly increasing crop yields and the volume of goods production. 
As for other cooperatives which own little land and turn out a small volume 
of production, they must rely mainly on their own sources of organic 
fertilizer (stable and green manure and alluvium) to fulfill the requirements 
of intensive cultivation. 


Some commodities which are not essentials, such as thermos bottles, tea pots, 
cups, enamel hardwares and aluminum items, were previously distributed in 
considerable numbers through a regular supply system to various agencies, 
workers, civil servants and village cadres. Now more of these commodities 
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can be gathered for bartering with peasants in order to encourage peasants 

to produce and sell agricultural products to the state. In Hai Hau District, 
even some of the staples have been fruitfully used in exchange for agricul- 
tural products. For example, the state recently sold two meters of black 
satin on coupons to those who would sell 15 kg of paddy to the state. This 
was welcomed by the peasants. 


These are only a few examples of the use of materials and goods to influence 
production and collecting and purchasing activities when the district level 
actively controls the distribution of materials and goods. 


This concept must be also thoroughly reflected in plans to distribute 
materials and goods from the central to provincial levels and from the 
provincial to district levels in order to overcome the procedures for equal 
and average distribution which separate distribution plans from production 
and collecting and ~urchasing plans. Those districts which turn out a 
large volume of agricultural products must be provided more materials and 
goods. This is essential and logical. 


On the basis of closely combining production plans with the supply of 
materials and goods and the collection and purchase of products, districts 
must insure the satisfactory fulfillment of plans to provide agricultural 
products for the state and to balance the distribution of grain and food in 
districts. A new point in the plan for balanced grain distribution is that 
the state has now assigned plan norms for the quantities of food which can be 
shipped out of districts on the strength of the new policies of collecting 
and purchasing grain. The demand for grain by people in districts must be 
satisfied by the district level, which will device plans for smooth distribu- 
tion on the strength of criteria and policies prescribed by the state for 
nonagricultural people. The district level must consider its primary duty 

to provide even more grain and other agricultural products for the provincial 
and central levels. Those districts owning large areas of specialized 
industrial crop cu!tivation must aiso do their utmost to balance their 

own grain distribution. However, this should not be a reason for them to 
limit the development of industrial crops, because shortages of food in the 
districts, if any, must be met by the provincial level. 


[BK271538] Here, I would like to stress once again that grain is a pressing 
and vital problem and that all potentials must be fully exploited and all 
forces mobilized to step up prouuction so as to actively insure a balanced 
grain supply to each locality. We must absolutely not allow land to lie 
fallow because an inch of land is as precious as an ounce of gold. Aside 
from peasants, who constitute the main force, we must mobilize all other 
forces to produce grain, assigning a number of troops, workers and civil 
servants to this task and giving their regular duties to those who stay 
behind. Old students and other people must also be mobilized for this 
purpose. State farms specializing in industrial crop planting and state 
forests must make the best use of part of their land to grow grain and 
especially subsidiary food crops including corn, sweet potatoes, cassava, etc. 
These efforts, however, should not be allowed to hinder the development of 
industrial crop growing and afforestatiun. The state has amended a number of 
policies to provide incentives for this kind of activity; the main problem 
remains the organization of their implementation. 
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In short, the formu'ation of plams and the need to insure the balance between 
production and the supply of materials and goods, and between collection and 
purchase and the distribution of agricultural products are a very important 
new task aimed at providing the districts with the necessary material means 
for use as an instrument in controlling and managing all economic activities, 
and also at strengthening both their leading role in and their responsibility 
for production and the life of the people in their localities. 


--/We must firmly control and satisfactorily use all material and technical 
bases at the district level to evenly promote agricultural production and 
gradually establisn an agroindustrial structure/. 


The process of establishing a district-level agroindustrial structure calls 

for a gradual building of state- and cooperative-owned material and technical 
bases consistent with the plans of the districts and for a rational decentrali- 
zation of management in favor of the district level. Aside from this, there 
is another important problem to which we have not yet given due attention, 
namely: how to manage and use our material bases and facilities to integrate 
industry and agriculture into a single structure, promote the implementation 
of the districts’ production guidelines and insure good economic returns. 


Generally speaking, a network of material and technical bases directly managed 
by the districts has now been established at the district level. This network 
comprises tractor stations, agricultural machinery repair stations, irrigation 
stations, plant nurseries, animal bree:ling stations, material supply installa- 
tions, goods selling stores and stands, collection and purchase stations, 
agricultural products processing installation transportation forces, capital 
construction forces, etc. In addition, there are also cultural, educational, 
public health and welfare establishments which play an important role in 
production and the people's life. If the material bases of agricultural, 
artisan industrial and handicraft cooperatives are also taken into account, 
the districts now have at their disposal a substantial amount of machinery 

and other material means. 


It is still a prevalent practice that these material bases and means are 
being managed and used by various sectors and production units in an uncoor- 
dinated manner. Relations between the various business and service organiza- 
tions of the districts and cooperatives have not yet been satisfactorily 
handled, causing trouble and difficulty to both sides. District plans, though 
encompassing all sectors and all grassroots units, still have the character 

of a “patched up" job and lack structural cohesiveness. 


{[BK300140] In order to overcome this state of affairs, we must formulate 
district plans on the basis of firmly controlling all forces and material 
means, especially machinery, supplies and commodities, and using them to 
support the districts’ main tasks, notably agriculture and agricultural 
cooperatives. At the same time, on the basis of district plans, we must 
handle relations between district-owned production and business units and 
cooperatives and among these production and business units th<c=selves 
through the implementation of two-way contracts, thereby upholding their 
mutual responsibility and insuring their respective interests. (We must 
avoid as best we can carrying out this task merely by applying administrative 
measures. ) 
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In implementing district plans, it is important to use all district-managed 
material bases and means in a well-coordinated manner to promote agricultural 
production. To do so, Nam Ninh District has divided its networks of produc- 
tion- and life-support material and technical bases into economic-technical 
clusters [cumj] and has deployed them in various small areas, each comprising 
from five to seven cooperatives having similar soil conditions. Since the 
tractor units, materials and goods supply stores, agricultural products 
collecting and purchasing stations, etc., are deployed in each area to 

serve the same customers, they can work with one another to provide a well- 
coordinated and timely support for local agricultural production and insure 
that two-way contracts between the state and peasants are strictly and 
satisfactorily implemented. Cooperatives in the same area have begun to 
carry out a division of labor and have cooperated with one another in the 
production of crop strains and animal breeds, etc., for mutual use. 


We must study the organizational method. We can combine this method with 
additional measures, such as providing guidance in technical matters and 
organizing the network of other support facilities in accordance with terri- 
torial divisions, thus enabling economic-technical clusters to serve 
agriculture better and to promote the achievement of the three revolutions 
in the rural areas. It is inadvisable, however, to organize the managerial 
and administrative apparatus according to the deployment of these clusters, 
thereby turning them into an intermediary level. The tendency to strive for 
balance within each cluster separately must also be avoided. 


The process of establishing a district-level agroindustrial structure must 
develop gradually both in width and in depth in each cooperative and each 
small area of the district and in the entire district itself. 


District plans must help promote the establishment of this structure. At 

the same time, we must rely on this structure to improve the balance between 
the various sectors and production units, and between production and circula- 
tion and distribution at the district level. 


/III. Formulation of district plans must be closely bound with the building 
of districts and the strengthening of the district level/ 


In the light of the requirements of the present phase of district plan formu- 
lation, especially in view of the new problems concerning district plan 
formulation which I have just dealt with (notably the problem of balance 
at the district level; the problem of districts controlling and combining 
various material means to promote production, collection and purchase and 
distribution in a well-coordinated manner; and the problem of establishing 
economic-technical clusters in small areas of a district), we can clearly 
see that satisfactorily formulating district plans is an important step in 
promoting the building of districts and the strengthening of the district 
level in accordance with directive No 33 of the Political Bureau and 
resolution No 33 of the Council of Ministers. District planning must be 
closely bound with and become an important part of the process of building 
districts and strengthening the district level. 
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[BK300617] On the other hand, in order to encourage initiative cad enhance 
the sense of responsibility of the district level i. formulating plans and 
organizing their implementation, it is necessary to urgently step up some 
tasks in the building of districts and strengthening of the district level: 


1. District zoning and project planning is closely related to district plan 
formulation. The formulation of plans, especially the 1981-85 plan, must be 
based on project planning; on the contrary, the standard and quality of project 
planning must be continuously improved through the formulation of plans. 


To date, with the exception of some newly merged districts, nearly all lowland 

and midland districts have completed their project planning. It is now neces- 

sary to coordinate their projects with the current phase of plan formulation 

so as to amend and transform them into concrete projects to establish small 

areas (clusters) within districts. At the same time, attention must be paid 

to formulating projects to build cooperatives and other production installa- 

tions in districts. Along with drafting provincial economic development 

plans, provinces must take steps to integrate and consider district projects 

so as tO support the formulation of the 5Syear 1981-85 plan in accordance ug 
with the directive of the Council of Ministers. 


All ministries and general departments must improve their understanding of 
and their work in the building of various sectors in districts. They must 
formulate projects for those sectors managed by ministries and devise 
concrete plans for the district level. They must improve the organization 
of sector management in accordance with the requirements of district 
building. Giving necessary managerial responsibilities to distri:ts in 
accordance with the principle of clearly defining and closely combining 
sector management with regional management. In the immediate future, we 
must quickly carry out the division of management responsibilities and 
echelons in order to place materials and goods supply establishments and 
collecting and purchasing installations under district management. This is 
aimed at insuring a unified district leadership necessary for the close t 
coordination of all activities of these installations. 


2. On the basis of zoning and project formulation, it is necessary to step 
up the building of a district-level agroindustrial structure, considering 
this an impertant task under our plan. The integration of agriculture and 
industry into a structure must take place in each cooperative and each 
small area in a district as well as in the entire district itself. 


The government's organ in charge of monitoring the building of districts, 
together with the agriculture department and the sectors concerned, should 
promptly review the experiences in building economic-technical clusters 
and combining agriculture and industry in each small area in Nam Ninh and 
other districts so as to quickly disseminate and apply them. 


3. On the basis of the soon-to-be-promulgated policy on collection and pur- 
chase, provinces must set fixed obligations for districts and quickly assign 
to them plan norms for the collection and purchase of agricultural products, 
the supply of materials and goods and the distribution of investment and 
budgetary capital for 1980. This is a highly necessary basis for districts 
to rely on in reviewing and amending the 1980 plan from the grassroots level 
and in drafting the 1981-85 plan. 
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[BK300733] 4. District-level organizations must be continuously strengthened 
in accordance with Council of Ministers-established regulations and opera- 
tional statutes of district-level apparatuses must be formulated to enable 
districts to tightly control and satisfactorily guide their production 
installations. Ministries and provinces must urgently implement the policy 
of assigning more cadres to the district and grassroots levels while stepping 
up the advanced training of district and cooperative cadres. At present, 

the number of technical and management cadres endowed with good education 

in administrative and economic management organs and a number of state-run 
establishments is too large, while collective economic establishments have 
very few or no college-educated cadres. This is not rational. Together 

with the ministries concerned, the government's organizational committee must 
study ways to remove all obstacles to the implementation of the cadre policy 
and submit to the government a plan for sending college- and high school- 
educated cadres to cooperatives. Provinces and especially districts must 
control, deploy and satisfactorily use their scientific-technical and 
economic management cadres. 


Over the past year, the building of districts and the strengthening of the 
district level, though carried ott more satisfactorily than before, still 
fell short of the target and was not commensurate with the status of the 
district level as defined by the party Central Committee and the government. 


Thanks to our initial experience in district building and to the new favorable 
conditions created by the spirit of the resolution of the sixth party Central 
Committee plenum, we can now see more clearly some problems concerning the 
formulation of district plans in coordination with the building of districts 
and the strengthening of the district level. 


After this conference, we must immediately begin implementing the premier's 
directive No 359 and strive to satisfactorily fulfill our task on schedule 

in order to complete the integration of provincial and central plans in time. 
The drive to amend and improve the 1980 plan at the district and grassroots 
levels must also be an opportunity to motivate and organize the masses to 
emulate in planting a successful winter-spring crop and, in the immediate 
future, in urgently controlling and combating drought, satisfactorily caring 
for the winter crop and thoroughly preparing for the 5th-month spring crop. 


It is my hope that, by the time the second conference of the lowland and mid- 
land regions is held, we will not only have become more experienced in 
formulating district- and grassroots-level plans and organizing their 
implementation, but also will have obtained initial results in agricultural 
production, thus creating a momentum for the successful implementation of 

the 1980 plan. 


I wish you good health and I would like to ask you to convey to the Bac Bo 
Lowland and midland peo;le, the provincial, district and grassroots cadres, 
and the families of fallwn soldiers, war invalids and military personnel the 
solicitous regards of the party Central Committee and government.

LONG AN PROVINCIAL PARTY ORGANIZATION HOLDS CONGRESS

[Text] According to our correspondent in Long An Province, the Long An 
provincial party organization held its second congress of delegates on 

10 January. The congress was attended by Comrade Nguyen Van Linh, member 
of the party Central Committee Political Bureau. 


Over the past 3 years the Long An party organization has led the people 
of ‘iis province in overcomiug difficulties caused by natural calamities 
and the enemy. While engaging in fighting and defeating the Pol Pot- 
Ieng Sary reactionary forces and firmly protecting a border line more 
than 140 km long, the people in Long An have strived to develop agri- 
cultural, industrial, handicraft and artisan, forestry and fishery 
production. 


Long An's great victory in defending the southwestern border was recog- 
nized by the “Independence Order” and many other orders conferred by 
the National Assembly. 


Despite severe flooding and flash floods in 1978, during the 3 years of 
1977-79 Long An increased the -eclaimed area to 40,000 hectares, bring- 
ing the total area since liberution to 70,000 hectares. The total rice 
area increased from 169,000 hectares in 1976 to 266,000 hectares in 1979. 
The subsidiary crop area increased from 1.9 percent in 1978 to 5 percent 
in 1979. 


In agricultural production, Long An has paid atteni:‘on to expanding the 
cultivated area through land reclenation, developinx, multicropping and 
intensive cultivation measures such as deciding crop schedules and 
seasons, using new rice varieties and initially applying green and 
animal manure to crops. 


The agricultural cooperativization movement in Long An has initially 
been consolidated and developed. To date, the province has established 
283 production collectives, 4 pilot cooperatives and 15 tractor 











collectives. In the last summer-fall crop, almost all collectives and 
cooperatives had a fairly good harvest and satisfactorily fulfilled 
their grain obligation ty the state. 


With regerd to industry, the gross industrial, handicraft and artisan 
product in 1979 was higher than 1978. Initial results have been 
obtained by areas cultivating jute, pineapple and peanuts. 


The congress also seriously reviewed the shortcomings and weak points 
of the party organization in understanding and implementing the party's 
line and resolutions, in supervising production and economic management 
and in developing the people's right to collective mastery. 


Regarding the tasks of the Long An provincial party organization for 
the 2-year 1980-81 period, the congress adopted major measures to 
achieve planned norms on the basis of the local facilities, potentials 
and capabilities as well as on realistic calculations.

ANSWERS TO HARD QUESTIONS AT THAI BINH CONGRESS SOUGHT

The Congress of Thai Binh Province Party Organization Delegates recently 
met in an atmosphere of joy resulting from quite a good tenth-month rice 
crop, but mixed with some anxiety about the local economy suffering from 
serious declines caused by many difficulties that had not yet been over- 
come, Indeed, Thai Binh's tenth-month rice crop, according to early data, 
yielded an average of 30 quintals per hectare and thus was one of the 2 
best rice crops in the last 10 years, With the good crop, the market 
prices of grain have sharply dropped, The winter crop is being stepped up 
in an enthusiastic spirit, The initial results of the "5 Open Deeds” 
movement are restoring the faith of members of quite a few cooperatives 
which used to have trouble in their economic management, The countryside 
has indeed a new spirit, which opens a new change in the right direction, 


However, many hard questions are still being raised. Why did the rice 
crop yield and volume of rice production in Thai Binh Province sharply 
drop in the last few years, even to the point of making it fail to keep 
the 5—-ton banner, when it used to lead the intensive-cultivation movement 
and during the resistance against America for national salvation had be- 
come one of the country's proud granaries? What has happened that this 
province which used to supply large quantities of grain -- which in fact 
was at the top in terms of per hectare unit or per capita production of 
paddy -- now can only satisfy the local needs with the grain it purchases? 
Is it true that in the reorganization of production, beside its achieve- 
ments, Thai Binh has had some shortcomings and has made mistakes one way 
or another? What objective difficulties, coupled with any weaknesses in 
management, have led to a declining social labor productivity and poor 
economic effectiveness? In the last 2 years, material losses increased by 
11 percent while the national income increased by only 5 percent, With 
this background, did the Provincial VCP Committee really succeed in 











maintaining and further developing the tradition of solidarity, thoroughly 
understanding the political task of its party organization and, in total 
unity of mind, leading 60,000 party members and nearly 1,5 million people 
in the province toward relentlessly attaining the set goals in an offen- 
sive spirit? 


Actually many months ago, without waiting for the congress to meet, under 
the direct leadership of the VCP Central Committee Secretariat, particu- 
larly in light of the resolution of the 6th Plenum of the VCP Central Con- 
mittee, Thai Binh Province had frequently considered the above-mentioned 
questions and tried to find some answers, Representing the Central Conm- 
mittee at the congress, To Huu, alternate member of the Political Bureau 
and secretary of the Central Committee, offered many good ideas and made 
suggestions for the delegates to discuss and to reach open unanimity. The 
congress reviewed the total role of leadership of the party organization 
in the past term, but as a rice-growing province most delegates naturally 
paid attention to the principal front -- agriculture, 


Like other localities, in the last few years Thai Binh encountered succes- 
sive difficulties, Irregular weather conditions, the lack of balance be- 
tween the volume of technical materials it could have and the need to de- 
velop the economy and to improve the standard of living and mostly the 
shortage of chemical fertilizers caused great adverse effects on the crop 
yields, The aggressive war that the Beijing expansionists launched on our 
northern border further created unexpected needs for the province, The 
population pressure was also a considerable factor, 


But the real questions that were raised were the following: Why in the sit- 
uation of “the same sky, the same soil, the same difficulties” and with 
the same people being well known for being industrious and creative had 

Vu Thang Cooperative always succeeded, without even a single lost crop in 
15 consecutive years? Why, beside Vu Thang, had 27 other leading coopera- 
tives still continued to maintain and raise the yield and volume of their 
rice production? Why did Binh Lang and Vu Hoi Cooperatives afford to send 
a considerable part of their population to the new economic zones outside 
of the province, and thus create a basic change in the locality? As a re- 
sult of this reduction of the population, the average area of Binh Lang 
went up from 550 to 900 square meters and Vu Hoi from 560 to 620 square 
meters, but both cooperatives still obtained 8 tons of paddy per hectare. 
Why in the face of a shortage of materials and raw materials and fluctuat~- 
ing prices did the sectors of handicrafts and small industries of the 
province strive to move forward and to become the leading banner holder of 
the entire nation in spite of their own weaknesses and negative phenomena? 





To ask the right questions meant to find a part of the answers: one must 
look for the main reasons in the subjective measures and efforts, The 
Congress of Thai Binh Province Party Organization Delegates discussed and 
made decisions in that direction, 








In the New Light 


The first affirmation was that in the past 2 years, in spite of difficul- 
ties, Thai Binh scored achievements in all aspects, Its weakness and big 
shortcoming were the fact that it had not yet actively exploited and effec- 
tively developed the potential about its land and labor, the economy of 

the coastal areas and the existing material and technical base, which con- 
sequently led to slow economic development, poor results of production and 
business, difficult living conditions, limited contributions to the state 
and adverse effects on all activities in the province, with the masses 
being far from reassured and encouraged to do productive work, 


The leadership task, because of a lack of full understanding of the charac- 
teristics of the transitional period, failed to correctly apply the econom- 
ic laws, nor to combine the interests of the state, collective and working 
people, Building plans remained centralized and bureaucratic, lacked any 
realistic and scientific base and failed to combine planning and use of 
market; as a result, a great deal of producing capacity was wasted. The 
fact that the economic policies had been implemented in a restricted and 
rigid manner, without any consideration of realistic conditions, led to 
declining production and made the working people feel less enthusiastic. 
The masses’ collective mastery right was violated; stealing was common- 
place; ideological work lacked sharpness, organization and cadres were in- 
efficient, leadership by the administration at all levels and by the mass 
organizations was far from realistic and profound, nor was the sense of 
responsibility strong enough -- these subjective reasons were all fully 
analyzed by the congress, 


In the spirit of self-criticism and criticism, the report presented by the 
Provincial VCP Committee to the congress clearly pointed to many actual 
shortcomings, In agriculture, although the province was well-experienced 
in intensive cultivation leadership, there were in the last few years many 
cases of acting to suit personal convenience in the fulfillment of tech- 
nical programs and crop schedule; many technical measures that did not de- 
pend on industrial materials still showed a declining trend, The hog popu- 
lation was decreased by 80,000 heads as compared with 2 years ago. Along 
with unfavorable weather, those shortcomings were the reasons that direct- 
ly led to lower crop yields, About reorganization of production, there 
was progress in the division of labor, Although the size of the coopera- 
tives generally was satisfactory, there were quite a few cases that would 
need further scrutiny, While the organization of labor units specialized 
in certain work was by itself a progress, in some cases there was exces- 
sive organization of such units and at the same time there were not enough 
favorable conditions for cooperation, which led to a weakening of the 
basic production units and a failure to determine clear-cut responsibility 
for the finai product, About distribution, on the one hand there were 
restrictions imposed by the common policies and, on the other, confusion 
and deliberate discouragement of the working people's productive active- 
ness still existed, The managerial machinery was cumbersome while the 





ability to organize fulfillment of work remained poor and discipline was 
loose. There were signs of stagnation in party building. There were some 
village party organizations that had not admitted any new members in the 
last 5-10 years. 


Ma jor Goals 


On the basis of a total agreement on the evaluation of the state of the 
province in the last few years, the congress set five great tasks and the 
major economic goals for the next couple of years, Thai Binh is deter- 
mined to strive to surpass the 6-ton mark in 1980 and to move toward the 
6,5-ton mark in 1981, The hog population will be raised to .5 million in 
order to produce 16,000 tons of meat, live weight, in 1980 and 18,000 tons 
in 1981, The value of export is to reach 60-65 million dong in 1980 and 
70-75 million dong in 1981, In the next 2 years 80,000 people will be 
sent to the new economic zones, 


The goal suggested for grain production was greater than the one set by 

the previous congress. To reach this goal of 600,000 tons of grain, Thai 
Binh must again obtain 6.5 tons per hectare and increase the winter crop 

to account for about 30 percent of the total crop-growing area in the prov- 
ince, To step up intensive cultivation in areas devoted to two rice crops 
per year and to actively expand the winter crop is a correct way to solve 
the grain problem and to develop animal husbandry, which has been proved 

by the realities not only in Thai Binh but also in many other localities, 
Only on the basis of properly solving the grain problem and in parallel 
with this process can we have the proper conditions for restoring and aul- 
tiplying the hog population, ensuring normal operations of other economic 
sectors and gradually improving the standard of living and making contribu- 
tions to the country's common needs, Many delegates who are secretaries 

of village party committees or directors of progressive cooperatives clari- 
fied the ability to achieve the grain production goal by mentioning the 
realities of their own units, 


Along with the fertile land, the sea is an economic strength, Thai Binh 
plans to boost the fish catch to from 12,000 to 14,000 tons of both fresh 
water and sea fish per year, Due to its difficulties in connection with 
the material base and first of all its concept, it has not yet raised the 
proper question of exploiting the sea, Realities have shown that near- 
the-shore fishing should be developed to a certain degree and that in or- 
der to have large catches, stable operations and a lasting structure we 
must expand open-sea fishing. Sooner or later the province must have its 
own fishing boat fleet. This important subject was not yet appropriately 
mentioned in the papers presented at the congress, 


Thai Binh is perhaps one of the few localities, if not the only one, where 
the population has decreased, As it actively sent people to the new eco- 
nomic zones and at the same time adopted birth control measures, its popu- 
lation at the end of 1978 was 3 percent lower than at the end of 1976, The 
fact that in 2 years it sent away 161,000 people, including 136,000 
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laborers, was by itself a great achievement, It tries to reduce the natu- 
ral population increase rate to 1.8 percent in 1980, 1.5 percent in 1981 
and about 1 percent in the years to follow, 


In spite of efforts and progress, Thai Binh still is the province that has 
the lowest average cultivated area in the country. On the basis of this 
situation, the congress affirmed that the movement to move people to new 
economic zones and to contribute to a nationwide redistribution of popula- 
tion is the province's second front, To move a large number of laborers, 
mostly young ones, outside of the province also creates many problems: the 
relationship between population and labor undergoes remarkable changes, 

If the movement to help build new economic zones is not carried out as 
planned to ensure the fixed ratio between laborers and the people they 
feed, on the other hand if training is not carried out very effectively, 
the quality and structure of labor will lead to a change in a way that 
will not benefit the social labor productivity. It is true that the mate- 
rial and technical base does not cease to grow (at present there are near- 
ly 3,000 motors, 3,500 machine tools and nearly 1,000 pieces of tractor- 
drawn equipment in the collectivized sector), but the entire province has 
only 1,000 machine-operating laborers, with 30 percent having been formal- 
ly trained. As suggested at the congress, the efforte to move people to 
new economic zones and to rairs the social labor productivity are a big 
offensive prong that requires centralized and keen leadership, 


In recent years Thai Binh was making many efforts to build areas special- 
ized in growing industrial crops, to lay a foundation for stepping up ex- 
port and to contribute to strengthening international cooperation, A hec- 
tare of rush provides enough raw materials for the weaving of 3,000 meters 
of mats for export and attracts 15 laborers doing processing work, Jute 
is a valuable export item, mostly after it has been processed into finish- 
ed products, Strive to extend the area and intensive cultivation of rush, 
jute, medicinal plants, mulberry, sugar cane, etc. as the areas devoted to 
these crops will have been increased by 1981 by 29-45 percent over the 
1978 figures in accordance with our anticipation. 


Primarily a totally agricultural province, Thai Binh in recent years was 
making progress in building the local industries, including handicrafts. 
The value of production of small industries and handicrafts has accounted 
for about 70 percent of the value of industrial production, About the per 
capita export value, Thal Binh is a good province as compared with other 
localities. In light of the resolution of the Sixth Plenum of the VCP 
Central Committee, it is striving to fully use raw materials and to ex- 
ploit any potential in terms of land, labor, equipment output, etc, Along 
with some good-grade rice, sea products, industrial crops and its own prod- 
ucts, its strength is the export of handicraft goods, Its realities as- 
sert the correctness of the provincial party organization congress resolu- 
tion considering export and international cooperation one of the prongs 
of the local economy, 














Confidence 


The congress sharply analyzed the weaknesses and shortcomings in the last 
few years’ technical leadership and economic management, The people of 
the province have a considerable knowledge of intensive cultivation; its 
cadres are smart and well-experienced, If its leadership is improved and 
made more centralized, rigid and effective, it will surely move forward 
and quickly regain the leading banner in intensive cultivation, 


To improve managerial work requires a great deal of effort and time, start- 
ing with a full understanding within the entire party organization of the 
new spirit expressed in the resolution of the Sixth Plenum of the VCP Cen- 
tral Committee and the newly-promulgated state policies and procedures. 
Thai Binh was ahead of many localities in terms of reorganizing production, 
but much still remains for it to do, Reconsidering the size of its coop- 
eratives and production units, especially consolidating the basic units, 
achieving specialization along with true cooperation, systematically train- 
ing cadres, developing the masses' collective mastery right, widening the 
"5 Open Deeds" procedures initiated by the province, etc, -- all of these 
big jobs do affect the ranks of cadres and core cadres in the entire prov- 
ince comprising more than 60,000 party members. The report on party build- 
ing raised big questions, but as time was limited the delegates did not 
discuss it much, This extremely important matter will surely be the sub- 
ject of many deeper and more positive discussions later, 


The anxiety and concern of the congress were focused on the very key point: 
correctly evaluating the achievements, clearly analyzing the shortcomings 
and poor performance and proposing accurate guidelines and positive meas- 
ures, On the basis of a unanimous agreement about the key problems men- 
tioned above, the congress elected with a large majority of votes the new 
executive committee, From this success, the delegates expressed their hope 
and confidence: developing the tradition of solidarity and firmness and its 
rich experience in economic work, the party organization will be leading 
the 1,5 million people in the province toward building Thai Binh into "an 
exemplary province in every aspect,” as President Ho Chi Minh had said 
during a visit in the province,

'VNA' REPORTS ON SRV AGRICULTURAL DEVELOPMENT IN 1979

[Text] Hanoi, VNA, January 12--Agricultural production of Vietnam in 1979 
was faced with great difficulties caused by natural disasters and the ag- 
gressive war by the Chinese expansionists. Moreover, the two previous years 
--(?71977) and 1978--witnessed serious damage caused by natural calamities 
which accounted for the shortage of three million tons of food. 


However, the Vietnamese people, especially collective farmers, with state 
assistance, overcame these difficulties and recorded encouraging achievements. 
Food output, though falling short of the plan, increased eight percent as 
compared to 1978, and was 19.5 percent higher than in 1975, with a 2.2-time 
increase in the area of subsidiary crops. 


This output increase, however, did not match the population growth. 1979 
had the largest cultivated acreage so far, with over 50,000 hectares more 
than in 1978. 


Livestock and poultry breeding were not up to plan. However, progress was 
made in both numbers and quality. Pig breeding reached 92.8 percent of the 
planned target and was 5.9 percent above 1978. 


Compared to 1975, the whole country had 1.1 million more hectares of culti- 
vated land resulting from the clearing of virgin land and reclamation of fal- 
low land. The irrigated area was 370,000 hectares more than in 1978; 11,000 
big tractors and combine harvesters were supplied to farmers, and 128 new 
state farms were built (almost all of them were in southern provinces). 


In 1979, the state promulgated a number of policies aimed at encouraging 
agricultural production. These include permission to farmers to make full 
use of land for production, stimulating export, encouraging cattle breeding, 
repricing some farm products, and so on. 


The best efforts in boosting food production were made by Quang Nam-Da Nang 
and Thuan Hai Province (in the coastal area of central Vietnam) and Song Be, 
Tay Ninh and An Giang provinces (along the southwestern border). 
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The northernmost province of Cao Bang, which lost 12,000 water buffaloes, 
70,000 pigs, almost all its tractors, a power station and ten electric 
pumping, stations due to the invasion by 130,000 Chinese troops last Febru- 
ary, also obtained a relatively high crop yield as compared to the previous 
years. This year, the agricultural service plans to increase food output 
by 1l percent over last year.

RESETTLEMENT OF PEOPLE FROM HO CHI MINH CITY REVIEWED 
Conference Held

[Excerpt] A conference was held in Ho Chi Minh City recently to review 
the resettlement of the people in new economic zones since 1975. Over 
the past 4 years, some 700,000 city people, including 250,000 laborers, 
have been resettled in various new economic zones or returned to their 
native villages. Although the areas of virgin land opened up in these 
new economic zones are large, they have not yet been turned into rice- 
fields. And due to the lack of irrigation facilities, seeds, ferti- 
lizer and funds, the cultivated acreage is still small. Meanwhile, 
attention has not fully been paid to the living conditions and welfare 
of the resettlers in various new economic villages. Concluding the 
conference, chairman of the city people's committee Mai Chi Tho pointed 
out the need to actively consolidate these new economic villages and 
intensively open up and put under cultivation another 8,000 hectares 

of virgin land in the city suburbs so as to prepare for the arrival of 
some 2,000 families from various precincts in 1981.

DRIVE TO FIGHT DROUGHT, PLANT SPRING CROPS LAUNCHED 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 12 Dec 79 p 1 


[Article: “Hanoi, Thai Binh Activity Fight Drought to Save Winter Crops and 
Spring Seedlings; An Giang, Tay Ninh and Ben Tre Care for Tenth-Month Rice 
and Plant Winter-Spring Crops"] 


[Excerpts] Dry weather is dragging on. Over 6,700 hectares of winter 
vegetables and subsidiary food crops and spring seedlings in Hanoi have been 
affected by drought. Hardest hit are the districts in semi-mountainous areas 
which lack water conservancy facilities such as Soc Son, Me Linh, Ba Vi and 
Thach That. Vegetables grown on the alluvial plains of Thanh Tri and Tu Liem 
districts have withered and fallen. In recent days, due to active utilization 
of water sources and such means as buckets, water wheels and oil pumps to 
pump water into the fields, the affected area has relatively diminished. 

Much evaporation has had a bad impact on the growth of winter crops. The 

rate of vegetable sowing and planting has slackened. In certain areas, 
formation of potato corms has been interfered with; vegetables and beans 

have dried up. This not only has reduced the yield of winter crops and the 
production capabilities of the upcoming fifth-month crops, but has also caused 
shortages of potable water for the people in certain areas. 


Fighting drought with the same spirit of fighting an invading enemy, the 
people and cadres at the water conservancy works and in 11 suburban districts 
of Hanoi have strived to pump and bail water into the fields. Since the 
beginning of the season, such large-scale water conservancy systems as Ap 
Bac, Phu Sa and Dan Hoai, have dredged over 110,000 cubic meters of earth 
from junctional works, and nearly 220,000 cubic meters of earth from rice- 
field ditches, thus enabling the junctional irrigation works to serve agri- 
culture 5-10 days ahead of plan. The water conservancy systems have pumped 
water 2 to 4 times to more than 8,000 hectares of winter vegetables and 
subsidiary food crops and spring seedlings. For the first time the Dan Hoai 
dam has supplied the three districts of Dan Phuong, Hoai Duc and Tu Liem with 
winter-crop water. Workers at the small-scale water conservancy systems have 
on a permanent basis inspected and serviced their equipment, making sure that 
95-96 percent of the pumping engines can operate without interruption. While 
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dredging canals to ensure continuous flow, the districts have actively 
sprinkled the crops with water from lakes and ponds. Some areas have 
temporarily ceased bailing water for fishing purposes in order to keep 

water in lakes and ponds intact, and at the same time have tightly controlled 
tank water, ceaerving it for dry-land ploughing and spring transplanting. 
The immediate task for power pumping stations is to give priority to 
vegetable fields until the transplanting on 12,000 hectares is done. In 
response to the emulation movement launched by the city trade unions and 

the water conservarcy service, in which the Cau Ghe water conservancy station 
has participated, che Hanoi water conservancy stations have strived to save 
oil, electricity and supplies and to use machinery with high efficiency. 

In addition to dredging ditches and building more embankments to contain 
water, the cooperatives have continuously bailed out water into the fields 
with buckets and water wheels, and have managed, distributed and properly 
utilized water in keeping with the leadership of the district anti-drought 
standing committees. 


The province of Thai Binh has launched a campaign to carry out small-scale 
water conservancy work to provide water for winter and fifth-month spring 


crops. 


In Vu Thu District, over 5,000 people have daily dredged water-inlet ditches 
and junctional sluices to provide water for more than 3,300 hectares of 
winter crops, for dry-land ploughing and for the production of duckweed and 
spring seedlings. 


The districts of Hung Ha, Dong Hung, Thai Thuy and Quynh Phu have devoted 
suitable labor to water conservancy. At the end of December, each of them 
will have excavated over 100,000 cubic meters of earth, dredged water-inlet 
ditches, sluice gates, and pumping stations, and provided water in time for 
vegetables, potatoes and sweet potatoes. 


The province has concentrated its effort on excavating and building tens of 
thousands of cubic meters of earth work in order to lengthen the water-inlet 
ditches of the He, Dai Nam and Tinh Xuyen power pumping stations, to build a 
facility to separate the irrigation and drainage systems at the Kim Boi and 
Viet Yen rivers, at the K-35 irrigation work, at the Buong Ha and Me dams, 
and at the Quang Binh lock, with a view to providing more irrigetion water 
than in the past. 


In an effort to manage and utilize water properly, the cooperatives have used 
pumps, hand irrigators and buckets to provide water for 20,000 hectares of 
winter crops, for dry-land ploughing and for quick and large preduction of 
duckweed and spring seedlings. 


The cooperatives and production collectives in Tay Ninh province have harvested 
over 6,000 hectares of tenth-month rice, covering 10 percent of acreage-- 
including the complete harvesting of slash-burn upland rice in Duong Minh 

Chau, Tan Bien and Hao Thanh districts. The peasants have hectically looked 
after the remaining tenth-month harvest, preventing drought and fighting pests. 
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The water conservancy branch has concentrated its effort on repairing seven 
large-scale irrigation works, while guiding the peasants to dig more wells, 
and dredge ditches to provide water for nearly 16,600 hectares of rice. 


Besides gathering and caring for the remaining unharvested tenth-month rice 
acreage, Tay Ninh has also sowed and planted 6,000 hectares of winter-spring 
food crops. 


In 1979, Ben Tre Province added 50,000 hectares (out of a total of over 
90,000 hectares vf riceland) to the production of two stable rice crops, an 
increase of 15,000 hectares over 1978. 


Ben Tre has stepped up water conservancy work to expand multi-cropping and 
to improve the soil for rice intense cultivation. The water conservancy 
works have step by step achieved good management and irrigation and drainage 
efficiency on the acreage of additional rice crops. The districts and cities 
have also focused attention on small-scale water conservancy work, building 
efficient irrigation and drainage facilities in crop areas.
